That is 
the Ultimate goal of American policy, and 
the ultimate hope of free men everywhere. 
There can be no real chance of lasting peace 
unless >ueh talks are begun and continued 
in i-'xxl faith until agreement is reached. 


It would clearly be a grave mistake if the 


American government began the discussions 
armed with nothing more than firm policies 
and an earnest desire for reason and peace. 
The pattern of Russian intentions is too evl- 
dont for that. The record of broken Rus- 
s;dui agreements is too explicit. The tire- 
less Russian effort to gel all that can be 
got is fr>n unmistakable. The existence of a 
h-.igr. mobilised war machine is known, and 
it rann«t he discounted. 


Russia has no respect for American ideals. 


But her leaders seem to respect America's 
p"t"ntial power. If the prospect of a larger 
Air Force and adequate peacetime armed 
forces can move the Soviet government to 
surest discussions, then let us keep on 
strengthening ourselves until the Soviets are 
willing to talk seriously and honestly through 
fear of the alternative.

IN TUBERCULOSIS 


A number of years ngo I was examining the 


chest of a man aged 50. As he saw me pause for a 
moment, then use my stethoscope again on the 
same spot, he asked me why I had paused for the 
moment. 


"Why, 
you have' a large hole in the right lung," 


I replied. 


"O. that's all right, doctor. I used to have tu- 


berculosis, but I am recovered and I'm cured," was 
his calm reply. 


By careful treatment and the'man's natural re- 


sistance, the tuberculosis process had been stopped, 
and the lung had healed and formed a hard, .fibrous 
wall around the cavity. The hole, or cavity, remain- 
ed; but it was walled off from the rest of the lung 
and he was safe unless the wall broke down. 


When there is a hole or cavity in the lungs 


with no protecting wall, tuberculosis is active, the 
patient coughs up sputum containing the germ of 
tuberculosis, and he is a menace to his fellow man. 
As many cases with cavities in the lungs do not 
heal up by rest and medical treatment, methods of 
closing these cavities by surgery— and thus render- 
Ing the patient free of his symptoms— now are used 
by chest surgeons.

In "Hygeia," the health magazine, Dr, Louis 


Carp tells how modern surgical methods — by studied 
preparations before an operation and newer ideas of 
care after the operation — have reduced surgical 
risk. "Instruments and techniques have been per- 
fected to such nn extent that what seemed hazard- 
ous or impractical in chest surgery a few:/years 
ago has become comparatively safe and standard- 
ized today,"

cavity include pneumothorax, phrenic nerve crush, 
and 
thorocoplasty. 
Pneumothorax 
injects 
air 


around the lung, thus closing the cavity. Phrenic 
nerve5 crush prevents the floor of the chest moving 
up and down. Thorocoplasty removes portions of 
or entire ribs preventing the ribs from moving 'the 
lungs.

sian people, nil sorts of Americans 
volunteered to cooperate. F. W. 
D.-mner, a printer of Akron, Ohio, 
patriotically volunteered to print 
free, a million copies of any propa- 
ganda message to be sent the Rus- 
sian people.

ation also volunteered a

number of Ingcrsoll Mickey Mouse 
watches to go along with any 
propaganda messages to Russia. 
The Harman Watch Company has 
offered the same.

Candy Company of Chicago vol- 
unteered a million candy bars, 
while John Paul Jones of Frank- 
lin, Pa., offered 1,200 pounds of 
candy.

In Germany, after V-E Day, the 


Russians went wild over wrist 
watches, especially Mickey Mouse 
watches. In Austria, large num-

Iria, war-torn and tawdry as it is 
right now, looks a lot better than 
Russian Communism. 


Penetrating the Iron Curtain 
So one of our problems is to.let 


the Russian people realize that 
our much-criticized capitalism has 
a lot of advantages they don't 
know 
about, and second, that 


we're not anxious to ram any- 
thing down any nation's throat— 
except, peace. 


And if some wrist watches, or 
Scars - Roebuck 
catalogues, 
or 


candy or some other 
kind of 


propaganda 
dropped 
over 
or 


smuggled into Russia would help, 
let's try it. It may be a small 
step, but at least it's a step iri the 
right direction—and better than 
sitting on our hands. 


And if the State Department is 


sitting on its hands because it's 
hamstrung for propaganda funds, 
I know a lot of Americans who 
will gladly contribute or cooper- 
ate in every way possible. They 
feel more deeply than our diplo- 
mats can ever imagine about the 
dangers of'war and pur hopes for 
peace. And while they are willing 
lo pay taxes to build up a big air 
force and any other rearmament 
necessary, 
they also want more 


done than mere negative defense. 
They want to see concrete, con- 
tinuous positive steps taken 
to 


head off war. 


One of the surest ways to head 


off war is to show the Russian 
people 
that we, the American

bate, without criticism, and with- 
out knowing anything about the 
issues—then war remains an ever- 
present danger. 


What Ihe Stale Department is 


doing lo head off this danger 
cannol be seen ever with a micro 
scope. 
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from Moscow. Likewise, in Berlin, 
many of the high officers of the 
Russian command are being re- 
called to Moscow and others are 
being sent in as replacements. 


When some governments make 


a change either in their presidents 
or prime ministers or parliaments, 
shifts in national or international 
policy nre taken for grunted. 
In 


the case of a totalitarian govern- 
ment, a shift in program is often 
brought into being by a complete 
change in s|>okcsmen. 


When the Russians in 1939 em- 


barked on thoir pro-Hitler policy 
they removed M. Litvjnoff, foreign 
minister, who had been friendly to

democracies.

changes have occurred many times 
since.and have heralded important 
alterations in policy. 


If the Soviet union* has deter- 


mined on an era of mild coopera- 
tion rather than harassment and 
annoying negation in international 
conferences, then it is natural for 
different personnel to be selected.

It would be good for tho repub- 


lic if the citizens would never for- 
get .the .truth about the human 
race or "the people" generally. 
We have had so much flattery in 
our diet, we of the more or less 
free countries, that we have de- 
veloped an allergy for truth. It 
makes us break out in spots, lose 
our temper ancl do things nt the 
polls 
tvhich are 
very bad i'or 


us, 


Roosevelt called the people "my 


friends" and often said in his con- 
fidential manner, of a tail-board 
professor selling pills to restore 
lost youth, "you know 
ancl 
I 


know—." It gave him the power 
of a snake-charmer's 
flute, 
al- 


though he was beyond doubt a 
supercilious snob, which is a far 
different thing from a man of 
quality who honoestly knows that 
he is superior to those before him 
and exhibits his superiority all the 
time. 


A true aristocrat would never 


fawn upon the people and pre- 
tend to regard them as his -equals. 
That man would be a snob and 
there you have the difference be- 
tween Roosevelt and, shall I say, 
Senator Taft? We have not many 
aristocrats, but Taft is one. For 
that reason he is incapable 
of 


truckling to the ignorance, bigotry 
and greed of the entire poplation 
but limits himself to a dignified 
offer to serve them as president. 
It is more their opportunity than 
his. 
He is not a super-man but 


just a superior fellow. But even 
though the people know this they 
would nevertheless prefer a man 
who would claim to be a super- 
man and yet just one of the plain 
people—a super-man, like them. 


A few weeks ago a "poll" con- 


ducted by a private concern ar- 
rived at the conclusion that El- 
eanor .. Roosevelt 
was 
a 
great 


woman. The reasons supporting 
this mass opinion were not stated 
in detail and I am guilty of care- 
lessness in suggesting that reason 
played any part in it. It was, how- 
ever, no'more convincing or com- 
plimentary to the subject than 
the frantic adulation of the Ger- 
mans for Hitler and of the Ital- 
ians for MussoJini. Like Eleanor 
the Great, these two mountebanks 
aroused in their followers self- 
pity and self-esteem that were 
unjustified and, in the long run, 
very bad for them. They were 
neither as put-upon nor as virtu- 
ous as their leaders told them 
they were. Their woes were, in 
large, part, fairly earned by their 
own defects and culpable failures 
and, for the rest, were just the 
rub of the green in life. We, in 
the United States, we, the peo- 
ple, .'that is, ridiculed them for 
their stupid inconsistency in be- 
lieving that they were warriors 
and yet submitting lo nocturnal 
ton;ors from the goons; in be- 
lieving that they were of i the mas- 
ter race when they were incapa- 
ble of independent thought on 
anything, and that destiny, or 
God, 
had sent Der Fuehrer and 


II Duo* to guide them to some 
glorious place in the history of 
man. 


At the same time in our coun- 


try, undcf similar magic wrought 
by Eleanor's husband, millions of 
Americans, those salty, shrewd 
and doughty fellows, were band- 
ing together in a truly heroic 
war against the hired thugs of 
corporate greed and, at the same 
time, running like rats from the 
pickets of the early C.I.O. Those 
pickets suddenly appeared in a 
liundred of our industrial cities, 
coming from nowhere in the night 
like the Brown Shirts find the 
B l a c k — nameless, 
hard-faced 
strangers wearing brassards or 
fore-and-aft caps with piping on 
them. Somebody fed them, paid 
them, shipped them here and 
there. Some leader did that. Like 
Hitler's 
and 
Mussolini's early 


goons, they were semi-military. 


And like the brave German and 
Italian "people," the Americans 
demurred a little, saw blood on 
the pavements, quailed and quit. 
And these were Roosevelt's pick- 
ets, driving "the people" into his 
auxiliary so that they would have 
to give money to his party's funds 
and turn out at rallies for his 
parly and keep him in power as 
long us he lived. 


The American "people" were not 


incapable of independent thought. 
They just refrained from thinking 
independent thoughts .because dis- 
sident thoughts were b'ad thoughts. 
It was bad to inquire whether the 
Germans had valid grievances and 
to believe that since all of Euro-- 
pean Africa had been taken by 
conquest, Mussolini was only fol- 
lowing precedent in Abyssinia. It 
was insulting to ask how much 
money the President's wife and 
his 
mother 
were 
getting 
out 


of their little rackets. 


Within the month, the chairman 


of tho Dompcratic National Com- 
mittee has'formally declared that 
President Truman was actually re- 
ceiving and acting on orders and 
advice from Roosevelt 
in some 


other world. He did not say which 
one. 
No American has managed to 


rebel against this aloud although 
it were blasphemy according to 
some teachings, 
and 
Hitlerism 


beyond a doubt. The American re- 
public was thus placed under the 
executive management of a spirit 
medium who had been selected 
personally by Mr. Roosevelt with 
the advice and consent of Sidney 
Hillman, a slightly 
naturalized 


Russian. 


As one of the people, I wish 1 


could subscribe to the .dangerous 
delusion that we are a fine lot 
with a true, constant instinct for 
nobility and 
goodness, wobbling 


and wandering, to be sure, but 
steadily progressing toward, per- 
fection. 


An honest 
member 
of "the 


people" must reflect that we are 
showy in favorable circumstances 
rather than brave, like the work- 
ers who defied the manacled and 
muffled bosses in the 'thirties but 
cringed before the goons of John 
L. Lewis. 
Roosevelt and others 


directed their fury against "cor- 
porate greed." But: unions tire 
"corporations" in the true sense 
of the word and greed is their 
only emotion. 
Millions 
of 
the 


American people have struck and 
oppressed millions of their fellow- 
people and beaten and even killed 
many of them only to gratify their 
own corporate greed. 
They are 


no different from the stockhold- 
ers whose corporate greed is evil 
by contrast with their own, which 
is noble. If the greed of corpor- 
ations or stockholders, which are | 
actually associations of "the peo- I 
pic," is despicable, then what of i 
the greed of Mr. Roosevelt him- j 
self, and 
will 
you 
name 
any 


prominent man 
of his time who j 


was as greedy and stingy as he? 


"Tho 
people" 
never 
initiate 
great forms but always must be 
wheeled and led by superior in- 
dividuals. Armed revolutions are 
tinted afterward 
with 
spiritual 


nobility but actually they are, at 
tho time, desperate outbreaks by 
people who resent sufferings in- 
dicted on them and greedily want 
comfort. luxury and possessions. 
The horrors 
that 
disgrace the 


pages of human history were com- 
mitted not by reptiles or animals 
or germs of violence of nature but 
by "the people" themselves, under 
leaders, and 
almost 
invariably 


under beautiful banners of aspira- 
tion. In this proud era of civili- 
zation the butcheries of "people" 
by "the people" have been the 
greatest in tho story of mankind. 
I wouldn't: put much store by a 


victory in a 
popularity 
poll.

would consider the source, especi- 
ally if I were Eleanor.
